Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the iirst three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House.

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.

the election of one Alderman by 
the electors of the municipality at 
large, who shall be the candidate 
polling the highest number of 
votes, to hold office on and from 
the date of the first meeting of 
the first elected Council until noon 
of the first Monday after the Ist 
day of January, 1971, or until a 
sufficient number of Aldermen 
have been sworn in to make up 
a quorum; 

(c) the election of three Aldermen by 
the electors of the municipality at 
large, who shall be the candidates 
polling the three next highest 
number of votes, each to hold 
office on and from the date of the 
first meeting of the first elected 
Council until noon of the first 
Monday after the Ist day of Janu- 
ary, 1970, or until a sufficient 
number of Aldermen have been 
sworn in to make up a quorum;

Notwithstanding any provision 
of section 36 of the Municipal Act, the 
interim Council shall, at its first meeting, 
appoint two of its members who, with 
the Mayor, shall form a Court of Re- 
vision, Which Court of Revision shall sit 
with respect to the consolidated voters 
list on the 12th day of November, 1968, 
and shall continue to sit if requisite from 
day to day and from time to time.
